Sherlock Holmes did not have much on 
the Letcher County officers this past week 
when it was learned that a murder had been 
committed and the guilty parties were report- 
ed headed this way. 

Dr. Baoz Adkins who lives on Sandlick 
and always being on the alert, had read of 
the strange disappearance of Vernon Hodge 
of Louisville, found a “dog tag”’ with Hodge’s 
name on it and turned it over to Letcher Coun- 


ty officers who started an investigation. 
Johnny Belcher in Neon, assisted by 


Gene Adkins had noticed a! 
strange car -in the commun-| 
ity that had a crude job of 
paint done on it, and cone! 
suspicious when he heard of 
the type car that was missing. 

According to Belcher, 
Brent Nease, father of Jasper 
had tried to sell the car to one 
of Belcher’s helpers, stating 
to him, that it was a hot car, 
and “I mean hot.” 

Nease was arrested when 
he was found with the car in 
his custody, by Police Chief, 
Belcher. When arrested, 
Nease did not have much to 
say, as he had already talked 
enough that the officers! 
knew he knew the car was 
stolen. 

Jim Short, Jailor John 
Gose and S¢t. Keesling Hogg, 
of Hazard, did not stop for 
sleep until Jasper Nease was 
im custody. These three men, 
along with all other officers | 
and citizens who helped to, 
apprehend these criminals 
are to be highly commended 
for their tireless efforts. 

Saturday and Sunday, good 
citizens, assisted by the Per-' 
ry and Letcher county offi-: 
cers worked tirelessly until 
the body of Hoges was recov- 
ered. Much credit is due 
Chief Police R. L. Lester of 
Jenkins, for responding 
quickly to a call to bring 
their hooks and come to the 
scene of the crime. When the 
hooks arrived, it was only a- 
bout 20 minutes before the 
body: was located, by the a- 
forementioned men. 

This is one of the worst 
crimes that has been com- 
mitted in this section in the 
last decade and has created a 
great deal of unrest here and 
elsewhere. 

Young Hodges had to die at 
the hands of dangerous, ruth- 
less and brutal murderers, 
and it could have been you or 
I, or a member of our family.

Frankfort, Ky., March 15.— 


Surfacing and resurfacing of 
434 miles of highways in 45 
Kentucky counties under the 
group contract plan will be 
submitted to contractors for 
bids April 4, according to a 
bulletin issued today by the 
Kentucky Department of 
Highways.

DUMMIT RULES ON 
HEALTH COURSES 


Frankfort, Ky., March 20 
|Belief that objections for re- 
jtiglens reasons are suffici- 
ent to exempt children tak- 
ing the courses in health and 
Pnysical education required 
in Kentucky’s Public Schools 
was expressed today by At- 
torney General Eldon S. 
Dummit. 

The State Board of Educa- 
tion last December adopted 
a code requiring such courses 
and specifying tnat each chila 
upon first en.ering school and 
every tour years afterwards 
must submit to a medical or 
pnysical test 
The Attorney General said 
jthe Board's action had the 
force of law and that claims 
of religious objections would 
not excuse pupils from sub- 
mitting to the examination. 
the education courses are 
given in the high schools. 

The State’s police powers 
are broad enough to cover en- 
forcement of the examina- 
tions, Dummit said. But the 
question of requiring re- 
ligious objectors to take the 
examinations has caused us 
most difficulty, he added. Un- 
der the religious freedom 
clauses of the State and Fed- 
eral Constitutions from the 
courses must be allowed so 
“long as they do not disrupt 
the school curriculum.” 

The opion was given to 
Hamilton Tapp, Director of 
Health Education in the State

Frankfort, Ky., March 18— 
A suit attacking as illegal the 
$10—a year permit, or fran- 
chise, fee charged taxicab 
companies operating in Ken- 
tucky, was filed in circuit 
court yesterday by Fred Gor- 
don, Frankfort taxi operator.

.A new OPEN TO CARE; NEW 


PACKAGE OFFERED 


New York, N. Y., March 
15, 1947.—Extension of Care’s 
ervice to Hungary and Ru- 
mania and the addition of a 
woolen textile package to the 
food and blanket parcels 
that Americans are sendng 
to Europe by the hundreds 
of thousands were announced 
this week as the latest steps in 
the rapidly expanding pro- 
gram of CARE, non-profit, 
government-approved cooper- 
ative organizaton at 50 Broad 
Street, New York. 

The amusement was made 
by Paul Comly French, 
CARE’s general manager who 
said that warenouses in Hun- 
gary and Rumania are being 
set up now, “ and as soon as 
is humanly possible we will 
stock pile the packages ana 
begin delveries. But it is 
reasonable to anticipate that 
there wil be a delay of some 
weeks before actual deliver- 
.es can begin.” 

The new woolen textile 
package, like the food and 
olanket parcels, may be ord- 
ered at CARE’s neadquar- 
ters, at a cost of $10 of $10, 
with delivery to designated 
indivduals or groups guar- 
anteed. It contains 3 1-2 
yards of 100 per cent woolen 
.abric, 56 to 08 inches wide, 
n 14-ounce haringbone weave, 
sufficient for a full suit of 
clothing for a large man; 2 
yards of cotton drill; 500 

ards of thread; one packet 
sf needles; one thimble; 3 
,arge buttons and 15 small 
outtons, 

Other countries besides 
Hungary and Rumania to 
which the packages may be 
sent are Austria, Belgium 
Czechoslovakia, Finland, 
France, Greece, Italy, Neth- 
erlands, Norway, Poland, and 
Germany (American, British 
and France zones and all of 
Berlin. By signed agreements 
with the governments of each 
of these countries, CARE 
packages are admitted free of 
all duty, tax and ration regu- 
lations. 

That CARE offers “the on- 
ly sure and efficient way of 
sending packages tofriends 
and relatives in Europe” is 
ihe testimony of former Pres- 
ident Herbert Hoover, one of 
the nation’s highest authorit- 
ies in the task of aidng war- 
strcken peoples. Mr. Hover 
recently made a tour of Ger- 
many at the request of Pres- 
ident Truman to determine 
the extent of food needs in 
that country. 

In a telegram to CARE’s 
general manager, Mr. Hoover 
wrote that having had “the 
»pportunity to see CARE’s op- 
eration on the ground,” he 
was convinced that “anyone 
who wishes to serve friends 
relatves or institutions serv- 
ed by CARE now has a _ sure 
way. In fact, there is no other 
way where there is real cer- 
tainty that such packages 
will reach their destination.”

Housing Shortage 
Aggravated By 
Forest Fires 


Frankfort, Ky., March 5.— 
The shortage of forest pro 
ducts is one of the most crit- 
ical of our peacetime prob- 
lems, and man-made forest 
fires are a real factor in that 
shortage, according to State 
forester H. B. Newland, 
Frankfort, who today an- 
nounced the opening of Ken- 
tucky Forestry Week and the 
nation-wide Forest Fire Pre- 
vention program for 1947. The 
aousing situation highlights 
this shortage, he said, but in 
addtion to lumber there is 
urgent for wood for such 
things as newsprint, ties, 
poles, barrel staves, furniture, 
alcohols and plastics. 


The State Forester points 
out that Kentucky averaged 
more than 5000 forest and 
woods fires :in peacetime 
years and that besides des 
troying enough big trees to 
make 8000 two-bedroom 
houses, these fires killed 
billions of little trees that 
would otherwise have made 
more homes and jobs for to- 
morrow. In 1946, 4,500 fires 
burned 319,000 acres of Ken- 
tucky’s forests, 


“It will be the same old 
story again this year unless 
each one of us wakeup to the 
big cause of forest fires, and 
does something about it.” he 
said, “because 9 outof every 
10 forest fires are man-caused 
—started deliberately, some- 
times, for spite or personal 
gain, or by people who care- 
lessly throw away lighted 
matches or cigarettes or leave 
campfires, or debris fires— 
before they are dead out.” 

To save forests and jobs for 
veterans—and their favorite 
huniing and fishing and 
campaigning areas, everybody 
everybody must be more care- 
ful with fire when clearing 
land or burning trash this 
year, and with matches, cig 
arettes, and picnic fires, ac- 
cording to forestry officials. 
And the best way to be care- 
ful, they say, is to remember 
these rules: 

(1) Hold your match till 


it’s cold—then pinch it to 
make sure: (2)- Crush out 
your cigarette, your cigar,

bles. Designs for clothing are 
available. Two pairs of com- 
position soles and heels for 
repairing shoes are included 
in the pacages.

The 
Stalisticians have come up 
with wage and hour studies. 
But, in the long run, the _is- 
sues come solidly to the 
question of public custom 
and public convenience. 


An interesting sidelight on 
this phase of the problem 
was recently cast by the edit- 
or of the Appleton, Minneso- 
ta Press, who wrote: “It is 
none of my business, perhaps 
but it seems to me that the 
merchants of smaller com- 
munities and towns are tak- 
ing a big hunk of pleasure 
out of life in theirr commun- 
ities by heading nto a pro- 
gram of closing their places 
of business on Saturday night. 
For local and rural residents 
going into town on Satur- 
day night is an instituton of 
as long standing as the Sat- 
urday night bath, and as 
beneficial to improved social 
relations. There isn’t any- 
thng I can think of at the 
moment that does as much 
for keeping town and coun- 
try contacts, which so many 
talk of as important, on a 
sound basis.” 

The shopping habits of the 
American people, like most 
socioeconomic habits, are es- 
tablished and ingrained. We 
are accustomed to being able 
to buy what we want when 
we want it. We are used to 
the working schedules that 
have long been followed by 
the vast majority of retail 
stores of all kinds. A_ store, 
like a utility, is definitely a 
public service institution. It’s 
main stock in trade is pyblic 
goodwill—which is based, on 
how well it meets the public 
convenience. 

The typical retail worker 
certainly isn’t an explo:ted, 
overworked person. He puts 
in reasonable hours, and his 
pay has continually tended 
upward. Any plan which 
would substantially alter the 
operation of retail business 
must be weighed in the light 
of what the public needs and
